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SOUTHERN customers faced 
more misery this week as 
Rail, Maritime and Trans¬ 
port union (RMT) members 
went on a five-day strike over 
safety concerns and the role 
of conductors. 

Commuters faced delays 
and cancellations as South¬ 
ern was forced to cut 40 per 
cent of its services this week. 

In July the rail company 
cut 341 trains a day from its 
timetable because of staff 
shortages and sickness lev¬ 
els. 


Queuing systems were in 
place at some stations and 
first class carriages across 
all Southern trains were de¬ 
classified in an effort to ease 
the pressure on overcrowded 
trains. 

A breakthrough appeared 
to have been made on 
Wednesday, August 10, after 
the RMT agreed to call off its 
industrial action and resume 
talks with Southern’s parent 
company, Govia Thameslink 
Railway But strike time¬ 
tables were still in place 
throughout the day and into 
today, Thursday, August 11. 

Epsom and Ewell MP and 
new Secretary of State for 
Transport Chris Grayling 



condemned the strikers for 
inflicting “unnecessary in¬ 
convenience” upon commut¬ 
ers this week and urged the 
RMT to get members back to 
work. 

Meanwhile, estate agents 
from Your Move, Reeds Rain 
and Hudson Property said 
Southern train disruptions 
are beginning to affect house 
prices in the commuter belt 
as workers consider moving 
closer to London to avoid de¬ 
lays. 

And angry commuters de¬ 
manding compensation and 
“fair fares” were due to be 
joined by Reigate and Ban- 
stead MP Crispin Blunt at a 
protest at London Victoria 


station on Wednesday, Au¬ 
gust 10. 

Mr Grayling said: “There 
is absolutely no excuse for 
the RMT strikes which are 
designed to stop essential 
improvements of passengers’ 
journeys. 

“The union should accept 
the generous offer being 
made to them by the train op¬ 
erator and get their members 
back to work.” 

Southern, part of the Go¬ 
via Thameslink Railway 
(GTR) franchise, which also 
includes Thameslink and 
Great Northern, wants driv¬ 
ers to have responsibility for 
closing train doors. 

The company says on¬ 


board staff will be able to 
focus on helping passengers, 
insisting this will offer a bet¬ 
ter service, and that no jobs 
will be affected and pay will 
not be reduced. 

This process is already in 
operation on 40 per cent of 
its network. 

But the RMT union be¬ 
lieves this would compromise 
passengers’ safety, and that 
giving more responsibility to 
drivers would downgrade the 
role of conductors and could 
lead to future job cuts. 

Eighty-one per cent of 
RMT members turned out in 
a ballot on industrial action, 
with 77 per cent backing the 
strike. 


The strike comes after 
three days of talks between 
the two sides with concilia¬ 
tion service Acas collapsed 
on Friday, August 5, without 
a deal being made. 

Southern invited RMT to 
fresh talks “any time, any 
place, anywhere” to reach an 
agreement to end the strike. 

Charles Horton, GTR chief 
executive, said: “Everyone is 
sick and tired of this point¬ 
less, needless and senseless 
strike, which is so damaging 
to people’s everyday lives and 
the south-east economy, and 
causing undue disruption 
and hardship to customers 
and employees.”

Mick Cash RMT General 
Secretary offered to suspend 
strike action and said urgent 
talks needed to be held. 

He added: “It is in no one’s 
interests to prolong this dis¬ 
pute when the framework 
that can take us forward has 
been so clearly laid out.” 

The rail company has re¬ 
peatedly come under fire in 
recent months over punctual¬ 
ity issues, levels of customer 
service and understaffing. 

A survey by regulators at 
the Office of Rail and Road 
found GTR, which also runs 
Thameslink trains and the 
Gatwick Express service, had 
the worst punctuality in the 
country in the year to March 
2016. 

Just one in five Southern 
trains arrived on time in the 
year to March 2016. 

The government rejected 
calls for the Department for 
Transport (DfT) to launch a 
formal review of Southern in 
June after more than 12,000 
people signed a petition con¬ 
demning the “unacceptable 
level of service” provided by 
Southern. 


Wheelchair-friendly vehicle ‘trashed’ by bin collection lorry following apparent can leak 


Council ducking responsibility for 
paint damage to van, claim couple

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AN ASHTE AD couple claim the coun¬ 
cil are not taking responsibility for 
“trashing” their wheelchair-friend¬ 
ly van after bin men left it splashed 
with hard-to-remove white paint last 
month. 

Michael and Sharon Caird from 
Caen Wood Road, Ashtead, had their 
lime green Renault van “sprayed” 
white after a Biffa bin lorry drove 
past with an apparently split can of 
white oil-based paint inside. 

Since the van was damaged they 
have received an initial valet bill of 
£90 and have been told they will most 
likely need to pay hundreds more 
in insurance excess and for further 
clean-up jobs. The Cairds’ van is fit¬ 
ted with a wheelchair ramp after Mi¬ 
chael, 71, was paralysed following an 
MRSA infection seven years ago. 


When the Cairds approached Mole 
Valley District Council, which con¬ 
tracts bin collection out to Biffa, Sha¬ 
ron says they were told the council 
would foot the bill. At the time of go¬ 
ing to press, the Cairds were waiting 
on a refund. 

Mole Valley District Council insist 
correct protocol is being followed in 
helping the Cairds seek a settlement. 

Michael Caird, 71, explained his 
frustration when he learned of his 
van being “sprayed” at about 9.45am 
on Tuesday, July 19. 

“I was having breakfast when my 
neighbour knocked at the door and 
said, ‘Your van’s been sprayed with 
white paint’,” he said. 

“I was very annoyed about it. 

“Biffa thinks that they don’t have 
any responsibility but they have 
caused damage to my van, which is 
negligence as far as I’m concerned.” 

His wife Sharon Caird added: 
“They have trashed my husband’s 
van. I hate driving it now. 


“The motor is fine, but the paint 
just won’t come off. We’re going 
to be hundreds of pounds out of 
pocket and Michael will lose his no 
claims bonus. I just want them to 
take responsibility.” 

Councillor Charles Yarwood, dep¬ 
uty leader of Mole Valley District 
Council, said: “We are aware of the 
situation regarding our contrac¬ 
tors, Biffa and the Cairds’ vehicle. 

“We understand the Cairds have 
been advised to refer the matter to 
the relevant insurance companies 
to seek a settlement.” 

“We would like to remind all res¬ 
idents that surplus household paint 
should be disposed of at Communi¬ 
ty Recycling Centres.” 

The Epsom Guardian contacted 
Biffa for comment but had not re¬ 
ceived a response by the time the 
paper went to press.

POKEMON trainers with their 
faces continually lit by their 
mobile phone screens are being 
lured into an Epsom shopping 
centre this month as the aug¬ 
mented reality trend sweeps the 
world. 

For those in the know, there 
is a Pokestop outside Starbucks 
in the Ashley Centre, and every 
Wednesday in August, lures are 
being released every hour be¬ 
tween 10am and 4pm. For those 
not in the know, a Pokestop is an 


area where players can pick up 
balls and eggs, and lures are a 
module that last for 30 minutes 
and attracts virtual creatures 
called Pokemon with which 
players can interact. 

Nearly 400 players converged 
on the Ashley Centre on the 
first Wednesday of the month to 
catch Pokemon.

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Work of Crusader 'now complete’ 
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A PROTEST against the 
council’s failure to fix a pot¬ 
hole-ridden road in Fetcham 
has reached its climax as re¬ 
pairs have been carried out. 

A graffiti artist responsible 
for phallic protests daubed in 
yellow paint on “dangerous” 
Cock Lane, Fetcham has re¬ 
ceived a happy ending after a 
hard-fought battle with Sur¬ 
rey County Council. 

The “quiet, suburban coun¬ 
try road” was earmarked as 
part of Operation Horizon, 
the council’s five-year pro¬ 


ject to fix the county’s worst 
roads which began in 2013. 

And now, proving that good 
things come to those who 
wait, Cock Lane in Fetcham, 
home to Britain’s rudest ad¬ 
dress, 69 Cock Lane, has been 
repaired, much to the sur¬ 
prise of those who thought 
the protest would be a flop. In 
September, 15 yellow penis- 
es were spray-painted next 
to potholes in the road, by a 
“vigilante” dubbed The Cock 
Lane Crusader in a series of 
melodramatic Marvel-esque 
vignettes. 

Matt Fielder, 50, is a com¬ 
pere and DJ from nearby 
Bell Lane, but perhaps better 
known for his gruff voiceo¬ 


vers describing Cock Lane. 

In his latest video, record¬ 
ed in August, he says: “This 
is a quiet suburban country 
road, but this is no ordinary 
road, because this is Cock 
Lane. 

“And Cock Lane has been 
solved for good. 

“There is nothing wrong 
with the road anymore. 

“So the Crusader’s work 
is complete and I would just 
like to say, it had absolutely 
nothing to do with me, be¬ 
cause I’m not that childish, 
but I am very grateful that 
it reached the attention of 
Surrey County Council and 
the rest of the world in viral 
videos like this.” 


In March, Mr Fielder told 
the Epsom Guardian : “It’s 
quite funny, but he has got a 
point. 

“The potholes were sup¬ 
posed to be filled three years 
ago. It is dangerous. 

“People try to avoid them 
and have their eyes on the 
road, but not on kids who 
might run out.” 

A Surrey County Council 
spokesman said: “We have 
surfaced Cock Lane as part 
of our Operation Horizon 
scheme which is overhauling 
hundreds of miles of roads 
most in need of improvement 
and is all about trying to 
solve the problem of potholes 
once and for all.”

Charity box thief avoids going to jail 


A THIEF who stole two char¬ 
ity boxes from a Chessington 
pub has been spared jail. 

Anthony Richards, 28, from 
Longmead Road, Thames Dit- 
ton, admitted stealing two 
charity boxes belonging to 
Shooting Star Chase - an Ad- 
dlestone hospice for children 
and teenagers with life-limit¬ 
ing conditions - and Cancer 
Research from the North Star 
pub in January. 

The Cancer Research col¬ 
lection box was placed in 


the Hook Road pub by Julie 
Weinard, who had worked 
there for nearly 20 years be¬ 
fore leaving when she was 
diagnosed with cancer about 
two years ago. Ms Weinard 
died before Christmas 2015, 
pub staff said. 

It is not known how much 
cash was in the charity box¬ 
es. 

Kingston police appealed 
for witnesses to come for¬ 
ward in January 

Richards was arrested 


after CCTV images were re¬ 
leased by Kingston police, 
and were shared more than 
1,000 times on Facebook. 

He pleaded guilty to two 
counts of theft and posses¬ 
sion of cannabis at Wimble¬ 
don Magistrates’ Court on 
Friday, July 22. 

Richards was handed an 
eight-week prison sentence 
suspended for 12 months, and 
ordered to pay £85 plus an £80 
surcharge, which were de¬ 
ducted from his benefits.

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Independence for London? 
A fun petition that’s serious 
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ON THE morning of June 
24, the country awoke to a 
divided nation and as news 
presenters flailed around in 
front of elaborately animat¬ 
ed maps of yellow and blue, 
the political boundaries 
were clear. 

Nicola Sturgeon, First 
Minister of Scotland, faced 
the cameras and her mes¬ 
sage couldn’t be clearer, her 
party would not let England 
drag Scotland out of the EU, 
but further south there was 
another community feeling 
hard done by 

London, with a population 
39 per cent bigger than Scot¬ 
land, found itself cut off; a 
pro-European city, surround¬ 
ed by Brexiteers. 

Soon a question started 
being uttered that would 
have seemed unthinkable 24 
hours before; if Scotland can 
have independence, why not 
London? 

It is a campaign that took 
many by surprise, and no- 
one more so than its new¬ 
found, and unlikely, leader 


James O’Malley Mr O’Mal¬ 
ley started a flippant peti¬ 
tion on the Friday morning. 
By the weekend he was the 
head of a separatist move¬ 
ment. The petition, which 
was started as ‘a bit of joke’, 
had soon amassed 170,000 
signatures. 

Mr O’Malley said: “I start¬ 
ed it at 5am on the Brexit 
morning, literally as a frus¬ 
trated cry, thinking may¬ 
be some people on Twitter 
might sign it as a bit of a 
joke, but since then people 
have taken it more serious¬ 
ly than I have. When I start¬ 
ed the petition I put about 
as much into my campaign 
as those in the Leave side 
did for their campaign - it 
seemed a fun idea. I haven’t 
had the bank of England 
sign off on it, the IFS haven’t 
done the maths to figure if it 
would work. Before I really 
offer my support for London 
Independence I’d want the 
experts to sign off on it.” 

He added: “I don’t want to 
become the Michael Gove of 
this campaign.” 

Although Mr O’Malley has 
hesitations about the idea, it 
has some attracted support 
from the political sphere.

One is Lord Spencer Liver¬ 
more, former director of 
strategy to then Prime Min¬ 
ister Tony Blair. 

Lord Livermore said: 
“London is a vibrant, excit¬ 
ing, successful, confident, 
multi-cultural, and out- 
ward-looking city, but is of¬ 
ten resented for that success 
by much of the rest of the 
country 


“Equally, too little of the 
huge income generated in 
London is available to spend 
on Londoners - to deal with 
our own inequalities, which 
in turn has been fostering 
disquiet within London with 
the rest of the country. 

“I have always seen Lon¬ 
don to have the potential to 
be a nation in its own right, 
like England, Scotland, 
Wales, and Northern Ireland. 
Indeed, it is a world city - the 
greatest city on earth. If the 
UK does leave the EU, it will 
do huge damage to London’s 
success and we should move 
ahead and make a reality of 
that nationhood.” 

Although the former chief 
strategy adviser to the Chan¬ 
cellor of the Exchequer ac¬ 
cepts it is difficult to “see a 
UK-wide mainstream party 
championing” London in¬ 
dependence, he believes a 
movement within the capital 
could make a strong case for 
a city-state. 

Lord Livermore said: “An 
independent London would 
have the 11th largest GDP in 
the EU and the 12th largest 
population. It would be the 
23rd largest economy in the 
world. So it is clearly very vi¬

able as an independent state. 
Singapore operates very 
successfully as a city-state, 
as arguably did Hong Kong, 
and perhaps Dubai. 

So there are plenty of 
precedents and different 
constitutional models.” 

He added: “London has ex¬ 
isting democratic structures 
- GLA, mayor - that could be 
built on and which also help 
to make it viable as a city- 
state.” 

Despite the spike in popu¬ 
larity “Londependence” still 
has a long was to go- a poll 
by YouGov in July said the 
campaign was supported by 
just 11 per cent of London 
residents. 

Among the sceptics is 
London’s presumptive presi¬ 


dent, mayor Sadiq Khan. 

Mr Khan said he wasn’t 
“seriously talking about in¬ 
dependence” but that the 
campaign made it “clear that 
the capital needs a stronger 
voice”. London’s population 
is the same size as Wales 
and Scotland combined, but 
we have far less control over 
how the city is run. We ur¬ 
gently need more devolution 
to improve our city” 

As Mr Malloy says: “Calls 
for London independence 
are highlighting the increas¬ 
ingly fractured relationship 
the capital now has with the 
rest of the county 
To many, the idea might 
sound absurd but if this 
referendum is a guide, any¬ 
thing can happen.

THE council has launched a 
public consultation on plans 
to build nearly 200 homes 
around the Horseshoe area in 
Banstead and 35 near King¬ 
swood railway station over 
the next 11 years. 

Reigate and Banstead Bor¬ 
ough Council’s Development 
Management Plan (DMP) 
includes plans for build¬ 
ing nearly 7,000 new homes 
across the borough by 2027 
to tackle rising demand for 
houses, and for providing 
infrastructure to support ur¬ 
ban expansion. 

The consultation on the 
DMP, which would update the 
council’s Local Plan, runs be¬ 
tween August 1 and October 
10. Through the Local Plan 
- and by extension, through 
the DMP - the council hopes 
to “preserve, conserve and 
enhance the traditional char¬ 
acter of the borough”. 

The initial Core Strategy 
Plan (part one of the Local 


Plan) was adopted by the 
council in 2014 and originally 
depicted the scale and rough 
location of the growth. 

This included the target 
to build 460 new homes each 
year - a target which was 
successfully reached in the 
last year with 535 new dwell¬ 
ings - to reach a total of 6,900 
by 2027. 

However, the DMP (part 
two of the Local Plan) focus¬ 
es more on the planned sites 
for such residential and com¬ 
mercial development as well 


as being a guide to what the 
borough may look like come 
the completion of the plan. 

Moreover, the latest round 
of public consultation con¬ 
cerns the protection of local 
heritage sites and the natural 
environment, with the coun¬ 
cil keen to stress a “preserve, 
conserve and enhance” ap¬ 
proach to development. 

Exhibitions are being 
held in across the district, 
throughout the next ten 
weeks to allow residents to 
see first-hand the proposed 


key sites and speak to any 
officials with any queries 
which they have. 

Cllr Tony Schofield, exec¬ 
utive member for planning 
policy, said: “Having a Local 
Plan in place will provide 
greater local control over 
where development goes. It 
will help make sure that the 
need to provide new hous¬ 
ing and grow the economy is 
balanced against protecting 
the local environment and 
providing infrastructure and 
services. 

“I urge residents, business¬ 
es and workers in the bor¬ 
ough to give us their views. 
This is your chance to shape 
what is included in this plan. 
Your views are important to 
us so please get involved.”

Archaeologists unearth finds in old Roman quarry pit 

Skeletons found on 
site of new homes

HUMAN and animal skele¬ 
tons were found in a huge Ro¬ 
man quarry pit on the site of 
91 future homes in Ewell, ar¬ 
chaeologists have confirmed. 

Nearly 15 archaeologists 
worked at the former animal 
husbandry site of Nescot 
(North East Surrey College 
of Technology) in Reigate 
Road, Ewell, between Feb¬ 
ruary and July 2015. They 
published their findings last 
month. 

Housebuilders Circle Hill 
plan to build 91 new homes 
on the site. Work is already 
under way and is expected to 
last two years. Publication of 
the dig’s findings is not due 
to disrupt development of 
the site, and local historians 
have explained that there is 
nothing more to find there. 

Archaeologists from 
Pre-Construct Archaeology 
(PCA) found artefacts from 
the late Bronze Age and early 
Iron Age (circa 1200BC) to the 
Roman period (circa 55BC) 
during the dig last summer.

They found 67 dogs, sev¬ 
en partial pigs, four partial 
foetal horses, and scattered 
bones belonging to at least 
53 different people, as well as 
coins and pottery. The PCA 
believes the coins and pottery 
show the quarry was closed 
between AD 87 and AD 100. 

Alexis Haslam, director of 
fieldwork at PCA, said: “The 
most exciting quarry was 
discovered in the eastern 
area of the site and was back¬ 
filled with selectively depos¬ 
ited material, placing items 
within features for religious 
beliefs - some refer to this as 
‘ritual’.” 


It was in this area of the 
site - a 5m-wide shaft - that 
the skeletons and bones were 
found. 

Ms Haslam added: “The 
disarticulated remains are 
most interesting and suggest 
that excarnation (leaving the 
body out to the elements be¬ 
fore burying it) or curation 
(holding on to the body for 
some time before burying it) 
may have taken place.” 

David Brooks, curator 
at Bourne Hall Museum 
in Spring Street, Ewell de¬ 
scribed the excavation as 
“probably the biggest dig in 
Ewell since the one at Non¬ 
such Palace in the 1950s”. 

He said: “It is always excit¬ 
ing when you are among the 
first people to see something 
in a thousand years.” 

Circle Hill said all findings 
of historical significance had 
been preserved and were be¬ 
ing analysed. 

This month, a spokesper¬ 
son for Circle Hill said the 
first homes on the site would 
be ready by the autumn. 

He added: “Circle Hill has 
successfully recorded and 
preserved the archaeology 
found on the site.”

SUSPICIOUS FIRE: Discarded 
roadworks tubing, in Epsom, 
was set on fire at 2.30am on 
Monday, July 8. Firefighters 
believe the fire was started 
deliberately and called Surrey 
Police. The crew took 20 
minutes to extinguish the blaze. 
A spokesman from Epsom fire 
station said: “We believe these 
were used to run underground 
cables through and were set 
alight by an arsonist.” 

SHOP FIGHT: A “brave” 

Ewell resident broke up a fight 
between three boys outside 
a Co-op supermarket, Chess- 
ington Road, Ewell, at 7.30pm 
on Monday, July 18. Two boys 
aged 13 and 14 were arrested in 
connection with the incident and 
released on bail until Tuesday, 
August 30.

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Rise in reports in Surrey exposes ‘dark underbelly of abuse’ 

Child sex crime rates 
soar across county

THE number of re¬ 
ported cases of sexual 
activity involving a 
child under 16 in Sur¬ 
rey has soared over the 
last three years, latest 
government statistics 
show. 

The number of such 
crimes has increased 
from 30 in 2012/13 to 46 
in 2015/16, according to 
figures released by the 
Office for National Sta¬ 
tistics (ONS) last week. 

An NSPCC spokes¬ 
man said: “Recent in¬ 
vestigations have ex¬ 
posed a dark underbelly 
of abuse that went on 
for far too long with the 
impact only now becom¬ 
ing tragically clear. 

“Sexual abuse has a 
devastating impact on 
a child. We urge all vic¬ 
tims to come forward as 
soon as possible so they 
can get the support they 
need and offenders can 


be brought to justice.” 

A spokesman from 
Surrey Police said the 
rise of reported cases 
reflected a willingness 
of victims to speak out. 

The force works 
alongside NHS Eng¬ 
land, Surrey County 
Council, the Office of 
the Police and Crime 
Commissioner (PCC) 
and other statutory and 
non-statutory partners 
to provide support for 
victims. 

Surrey Police also 
works with the Crown 
Prosecution Service 
to build cases against 
alleged attackers, and 
has specialist officers 
who support victims 
throughout the crimi¬ 
nal justice process. 

A force spokesman 
said: “Surrey Police 
takes sexual offences 
against children and 
young people extremely 
seriously 

“Over recent years 
Surrey Police has in¬ 
vested significantly in 
putting victims, who 


have often been through 
traumatic experiences, 
at the centre of the in¬ 
vestigative process. 

“The Force will al¬ 
ways treat the welfare 
of victims as para¬ 
mount and provide full 
support through the 


investigation and any 
subsequent prosecu¬ 
tion.”

Rhydian Roberts has grown used 
to playing the bad guy but his 
next role could be one of the 
baddest yet.

I don't think the Disney Corpo¬ 
ration have ever heard of the 
phrase 'If it ain't broke... don't fix 
it', writes Mark Foker.

KEEP CALM, CARRY ON RUYING 



Never mind mortgage rate 
cuts; there's never been a 
better time to get on the 
property ladder. 

Following the Bank of 
England's decision to cut 
interest rates to 0.25%, 

PAUL BUMFORD, Financial 
Services Director at Andrews 
Property Group discusses 
how, whilst this could be 
viewed as good news for 
homeowners, there is so 
much more to be positive 
about: 

The likely knock-on effect of 
the recent announcement is that 
we'll see some mortgage rates 
reduce which will, in turn, pose 
an opportunity for some first time 
buyers to get on the property 
ladder. When the headlines fade, 
however, it is worth remembering 
that a lowering of rates is just one 
route to getting on the property 
ladder and I'd argue that there's 
never been a better time to buy. 

I'm certainly not suggesting 
that a cut to interest rates isn't a 
good thing, and reduced rates will 
almost certainly see the market 
enjoy a boost, but I think it should 
be couched within reason. 

Most lenders are unlikely to 
significantly, if at all, alter their 
Standard Variable Rates (SVR); 
fixed rates, meanwhile, may see 
some initial downward movement; 


whilst it's in the tracker mortgage 
market where the greatest gains 
are to be made - assuming there 
are no collar exemptions in place 
whereby the rate cannot drop below 
a certain point. 

But does that leave us in a vastly 
different place to where we currently 
find ourselves today? I'd argue 
not, but it's not such a bad place to 
be. Simply, there has never been a 
cheaper time to access money, nor 
has there been an easier time to get 
a mortgage, so long as - and this 
is the crux - the applicant ticks all 
the boxes. 

For first time buyers especially, 
there is a myriad of opportunities 
to get on the property ladder. 
However, they don't always do 
their homework, hold realistic 
expectations, or consider more 
creative options for entering the 
mortgage market. 

With a wealth of information 
available, any purchaser, first time 
or otherwise, should be able to gain 
a pretty fair idea of what they can 
afford. Once they've done some 
initial research, it's always a good 
idea to engage with an expert 


advisor who will integrate a stress 
test on the level of borrowing that 
allows for interest rates going up 
by anything in the region of 2-5%. 
Remember, it's not simply a case of 
the loan being affordable now, but 
also in the future. 

Purchasers also need to be 
realistic about what property it is 
they really need. We often hear 
that young people can't afford to 
get on the property ladder, but all 
too often they've set their sights on 
a property that would suit them 
later in life as their family expands 
or which is located in an area 
that commands a premium. By 
considering alternative property 
types or locations, they're likely to 
open up options that they hadn't 
previously considered. 

Likewise, shared-ownership is 
a popular option that allows the 
purchaser to increase the amount of 
equity they own in the property as 
their circumstances change. But it's 
not just official schemes that should 
be considered, and a would-be 
purchaser's options for getting on to 
the property market may be closer 
than they think. 


The 'bank of mum and dad' that 
we hear so much about is estimated 
to be worth £5billion annually, 
making it the 10th biggest lender 
in the UK! But rather than just stop 
with a gifted deposit to help towards 
making that initial step, parents can 
also consider releasing equity in 
their own property or being named 
on the new mortgage to support 
their offspring. 

Finally, there's always the 
option of buying with two or three 


like-minded friends. This works 
especially well in areas where 
city centre living comes at a 
premium. By pooling resources, 
a one bedroom flat that seemed 
unaffordable can become a three- 
bedroom house and so long as all 
parties have sought expert legal 
advice and feel comfortable that 
they'll be able to manage things 
should circumstances change in the 
future, it's a great option for getting 
on the property ladder. 


So yes, the likely drop in 
mortgage rates is an opportunity 
to be seized for some purchasers, 
but it's far from the only option and 
lenders have never before been so 
prepared to look at more creative 
options, so long as they are well 
thought through, make financial 
sense and are affordable. I'd 
encourage anyone looking to get a 
mortgage to not be blindsided by 
what they read in the media.

to save a little and opt for the 
lower-powered petrol derivative 
or a diesel. Petrol-wise, you're 
looking at a turbocharged 1.2 TSI 
unit, surprisingly punchy despite 
its modest 105PS output. With 
175Nm of torque on tap, sixty here 
is 10.9s away en route to 112mph. 
The diesel option is a 2.0 TDI unit 
offered with either 110 or 150PS. 

We'll start with the styling 
changes made to these lightly 
improved Coupe and Cabriolet 
models; to be frank, they're not 
particularly significant. There 
are sharpened lines for the front 
bumpers, while larger openings 
around the indicator and fog 
light surrounds give extra depth 


to the car's appearance. Go for 
top 'R-Line' trim and there's a 
sportier bumper design. Go for 
the 'Dune' version and there's a 
10mm ride height increase, with 
more rugged looks enhanced via 
18-inch 'Mythos' alloy wheels, front 
and rear wheelarch extensions and 
bolder bumper designs. 

Otherwse, things are much as 
before, which means that, against 
the odds, something of a feel of Dr 
Ferdinand Porsche's early 'Peoples' 
Car' has somehow made it through 
to this third generation model, 
most notably in the large wheels 
plumply positioned beneath the 
flared flowing arches and a rear 
C-pillar that follows the contours 


of the original design. So there's 
something of the past, artfully mixed 
with a sporty vision of the future. 

Moving inside the three-door-only 
bodyshape, at the wheel, you're 
seated behind a traditional upright 
dashboard with a set of three 
traditional dials visible through a 
sporty three-spoke thin-rimmed 
wheel. Unfortunately, the plastics 
are traditional too, so no Golf-like 
soft-touch surfaces. Still, the quality 
seems good even if the Mexican 
factory doesn't seem to screw things 
together quite up to German- 
fabricated Golf standards. 

COST: There are now four trim levels 
offered - Beetle, Design, R-Line and 
Dune. Expect to pay somewhere 
in the £17,000 to £25,000 bracket 
for most versions of the hardtop 
Beetle model we're looking at here, 
depending on the model and spec 
you decide upon.

VOLKSWAGEN BE 

Can Volkswagen’s third generation Beetle be 
more than just a lifestyle statement? JONATHAN 
CROUCH reports on the improved version... 


BACKGROUND: Volkswagen's 
third generation Beetle has proved 
to be a classier and more mature 
car than its predecessor, qualities 
the Wolfsburg brand has tried to 
enhance with the latest round of 
changes. 

These create a slightly smarter 
look, with extra value added to 
specifications, plus there's the 
option of a more Crossover-style 
'Dune' derivative. Importantly for 
its target market amongst retro 
rivals, this car remains a very 
style-conscious choice, whether 
you go for it in Coupe or Cabriolet 
guises. Aesthetics matter. Go on. 
Live a beautiful life. 

DRIVING EXPERIENCE: So 
to the Volkswagen Beetle. You'll 
probably remember that this car 
was re-launched in modern era 


guise at the turn of the century 
and following on from that, over a 
million new era examples were sold 
over thirteen years. Despite that, 
the second generation version of 
this car was never quite the success 
it might have been. 

The curvy Toytown looks and 
touches like the flower vase on 
the dash left it as an exclusively 
feminine and fashion-centric choice, 
buyers who quickly forsook its 
charms when at the turn of the 
century the New MINI and much 
later, the reinvented Fiat 500 came 
along. 

Hence the need for the all-new 
third generation Beetle that was 
introduced in 2012, the car we're 
going to look at in improved form 
here. 

This was a model with wider 


appeal and one much closer to the 
feel of the original post-war design. 
Longer, wider and lower than its 
MK2 predecessor, it was intended 
to look more sporty, masculine and 
dynamic and did. Plus, because 
the Golf underpinnings remained, 
the MK3 Beetle could be a more 
practical choice than its retro 
rivals. Those competitors — cars 
like the MINI Hatch and the DS3 — 
have recently improved themselves 
though, hence the need for the 
thorough Beetle update we're 
going to look at here.
